the goods to prevent loss; this holding 
back process braces the market and brings 
it back to its paying capacity. It must be 
plainly understood while the West puts a 
price on beef the year round, that Maine

The action of Pennsylvania on the bogus 
butter question is quite in contrast with our 
neighboring State of Massachusetts. An 
attempt was recently made in that State to 
repeal the law which entirely prohibits the 
manufacture and sale of the stuff within its 
borders. The bill was squarely met and 
defeated by a vote of more than two to one. 


The planting now is largely over, or, at 
least, well advanced. ‘The fields, remain- 
ing, however, are generally the heavy 
lands, and these especially need thorough 
and repeated working to fit them for the 
seed. A better crop will be assured, and 
the after culture will be much easier and 
jess costly. This is work that it is never 
best to slight. 


The California Fruit Grower contains 
comparative estimates of the income from 
growing grapes for wine and drying. ‘The 
net result from wine is $12 per ton. A ton 
of ripe grapes yields 615 pounds of dried 
grapes, which, at 23g cents per pound, 
amounts to $15.37. The cost of drying in 
the sun is $3.07, making the net yield 
$13.30 per ton. We can get that price for 
hay in Maine, and can raise a ton of it far 
easier than of grapes. 





Professor Wiley of the Department of 


Agriculture at Washington, has been mak- 
ing chemical examination of butter from 
cows fed on cotton seed meal. ‘The analy- 
sis showed a low percentage of volatile 
acids, and, what is of more importance in 
an economic view, a remarkably high 


melting point. It is well understood by 
dairymen, however, that butter from cows 
fed with grain of any kind usually used for 
the purpose, is much firmer than when fed 
on grass or hay alone. 


argues that upon good grass land hay may 
be grown upon a 100-acre farm as a special- 
ty, give employment to man and team the 
entire summer season and pay a fair per- 
centage on the investment. He would 
plow and re-seed once in five years, apply- 
ing five cords of manure per acre, sowing 
pure seed and cultivating the top five inches 
4s thoroughly as for a garden. His stand- 
ard yield is from two and one-half to three 
and one-half tons per acre. Would plow 
one year before the land seems to need it, 
and never half do anything, especially half 
manure. Always seed in autumn, as an- 
nual weeds are then killed by frost before 
doing harm. 





Prof. G. E. Morrow, Dean of the College 
of Agriculture, and Agriculturist of the 
Experiment Station of the University of 
Illinois, is to visit Great Britain, France 
and Germany during his summer vacation, 
attending the agricultural exhibitions and 
Visiting Agricultural Colleges, Experiment 
Stations, and leading farmers and breeders.
